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Source Water Assessment 
 
A Source Water Assessment document was completed in 2004 by the University of Hawaii Water 
Resources Research Center in conjunction with the Department of Health Safe Drinking Water Branch. 
The assessment provides technical assistance to public water systems to develop protection programs 
for drinking water sources. The document includes: (1) delineation of the area around a drinking water 
source through which contaminants may travel to the drinking water supply,(2) inventory of activities 
that may lead to the release of contaminants within the delineated area, and (3) determination of the 
susceptibility of the water source experiencing a future contamination. The Department of Water Supply 
is working with advisory committees to develop a well-head protection program for our drinking water 
wells.

If you are 
concerned about elevated Lead levels in your home’s water, you may wish to have your water tested.  As a general practice, you 
should flush your tap for 30 seconds to 2 minutes before using the tap water, if you have not used it for 4-6 hours.

GENERAL INFORMATION 
Relating to Drinking Water Contaminants 
and Health Risks 
The sources of drinking water (both tap water and bottled 
water) include rivers, lakes, streams, ponds, reservoirs, 
springs, and wells.  As water travels over the surface of the 
land or through the ground, it dissolves naturally-occurring 
minerals and, in some cases, radioactive material, and can 
pick up substances resulting from the presence of animals or 
from human activity.   
Contaminants that may be present in source water include: 

• Microbial contaminants, such as viruses and
bacteria, which may come from sewage 
treatment plants, septic systems, agricultural 
livestock operations, and wildlife. 

• Inorganic contaminants, such as salts and
metals, which can be naturally-occurring or
result from urban stormwater runoff, industrial
and domestic wastewater discharges, oil and
gas production, mining, or farming.

• Pesticides and herbicides, which may come
from a variety of sources such as agriculture,
urban stormwater runoff, and residential uses.

• Organic chemical contaminants, including
synthetic and volatile organic chemicals,
which are by-products of industrial processes
and petroleum production, and can, also come
from gas stations, urban stormwater runoff,
and septic systems.

• Radioactive contaminants, which can be
naturally-occurring or be the result of oil and
gas production and mining activities.

If present, elevated levels of lead can cause serious 
health problems, especially for pregnant women and 
young children.  Lead in drinking water is primarily 
from materials and components associated with service 
lines and home plumbing.  The Kapalua Water 
Company, Ltd. is responsible for providing high quality 
drinking water, but cannot control the variety of 
materials used in plumbing components.  When your 
water has been sitting for several hours, you can 
minimize the potential for lead exposure by flushing 
your tap for 30 seconds to 2 minutes before using water 
for drinking or cooking.  If you are concerned about 
lead in your water, you may wish to have your water 
tested.  Information on lead in drinking water, testing 
methods, and steps you can take to minimize exposure 
is available from the Safe Drinking Water Hotline or at 
http://www.epa.gov/safewater/lead.   

In order to ensure that tap water is safe to drink, EPA 
prescribes regulations which limit the amount of certain 
contaminants in water provided by public water 
systems.  FDA regulations establish limits for 
contaminants in bottled water, which must provide the 
same protection for public health. 

Drinking water, including bottled water, may 
reasonably be expected to contain at least small 
amounts of some contaminants.  The presence of 
contaminants does not necessarily indicate that water 
poses a health risk.

INTRODUCTION 
This report is being made available to you pursuant to the 
requirements of the 1996 Amendments to the Federal Safe 
Drinking Water Act, which requires this water system 
provide information to its consumers related to personal 
health-based decisions regarding their drinking water 
consumption.  The Kapalua Resort Water System services 
Plantation Estates Subdivision, Honolua Ridge, and 
Kapalua Resort.  It is owned by the Kapalua Water 
Company, Ltd and operated by Aqua Engineers, Inc..  This 
water system did not have a violations of State or 
Federal drinking water regulations in 2019. 

DEFINITIONS OF TERMS 
Used in This Report 
Maximum Contaminant Level Goal or MCLG:  The level 
of a contaminant in drinking water below, which there is 
no known or expected risk to health.  MCLGs allow for a 
margin of safety. 
Maximum Contaminant Level of MCL:  The highest level 
of a contaminant that is allowed in drinking water.  MCLs 
are set as close to the MCLGs as feasible using the best 
available treatment technology. 
Action Level:  The concentration of a contaminant, which, 
if exceeded, triggers treatment or other requirements, 
which a water system must follow. 
Maximum Residual Disinfection Level Goal or MRDLG: 
The level of drinking water disinfection below, which there 
is no expected risk to health.  MRDLG’s do not reflect the 
benefits of the use of disinfectants to control microbial 
contaminants.  
Maximum Residual Disinfection Level or MRDL=the 
highest level of a disinfectant allowed in drinking water.  
There is convincing evidence that addition of a disinfectant 
is necessary for control of microbial contaminants.

WATER SOURCE INFORMATION 
The Kapalua Resort Water System is supplied by Kapalua Water Company’s Well 1 and Well 2, which are ground water sources that draw water from the Honolua Aquifer at 
Kapalua, West Maui.  Kapalua Water Company chlorinates your drinking water to ensure that your water meets the Safe Drinking Water Regulations of the EPA and the State of 
Hawaii Department of Health.  The source watershed is located mauka of Kapalua in forest and pasture lands, hydrologically upgradient (uphill) of major resort, residential and 
agricultural activities.  Hence, the potential for human land use related activity contaminating your drinking water is minimized.   
 
CONTAMINANTS  Detected in Kapalua Resort Water System 
This system is required to test for over 80 different drinking water contaminants.  The table below lists only those drinking water contaminants that were detected in the water 
system.  Chlorine levels are also shown.  The presence of these contaminants in the water does not necessarily indicate that the water poses a health risk.  Unless otherwise noted, 
the data presented in the table are from testing done January 1-December 31, 2019.  The State allows us to monitor for some contaminants less than once per year because the 
concentration of these contaminants do not change frequently.  Some of our data, through representative, may be more than one year old.
